Camp Grayling 
Chapel Will 
Be Dedicated 


The Camp Grayling Memorial 
Chapel, over five years in the 
planning and development 
stages, will be officially dedi- 
cated in ceremonies on the 
northern Michigan military post 
Thursday (August 15). 

The chapel, which is located 
on Howe Road between the 
Officers’ Open Mess and the 
camp dispensary, was con- 
ceived in May of 1969. Its 
construction cost, estimated at 
$180,000,-is being paid by 
voluntary contributions from 
individual Guardsmen, Guard 
units and other interested per- 
sons. 

According to LTC Harold A. 
Kirchenbauer, chaplain for the 
Michigan Army National Guard, 
the exterior of the chapel is 
basically completed with the 
exception of landscaping. How- 
ever, the unique building, 
which features an outdoor 
amphitheater, still must be 
carpeted and furnished. This 
work is expected to be com- 
pleted prior to annual training 
1975.

Fortunately, one of the bills that Congress has 
failed to pass so far is one that would provide $800 
million in federal or, if you prefer, taxpayers’ money 
over a period of eight years to states willing to set,up 
land-use planning regulations according to federal 
guidelines. Getting down to specifics, what such a law 
means is thal there would be a federal pianher in 
Washington, D.C. teiling your state planner to tell your 
county planner whether you can build that house on 
the five acres you would like to buy from the farmer 
down the road if he is allowed to sell it. This may be an 
oversimplification, but it is not too far off the mark. 

One of ine few rights nrivate property owners have 
left is that of. paying taxes. When it comes to using 
their land for any productive purpose, landowners 
already find that county or state land-use planning’ 
agencies have the final word. Appeals are likely to fall 
on deaf ears regardless of financial loss. A bad 
situation would have become irstantly worse with 
federal guidelines and 800 million federal dollars. 
Thank you, Gongress, for sitting this one out.
